specified below for cultivation of opium poppy on account of the Central 
ment during the Opium Crop Year commencing on the 1st day of October, 2005 
ing with the 30th day of September, 2006.

Preamjble 


The G^emment of India (hereinafter referred to as the Government) 

CONSroERING the indispensable medicinal use of opium; 

RECOGNISING its role as the sole licit supplier of this raw material to meet 
requirements of opiates; and being 

CONSCIOUS of the necessity to prevent and combat drug trafficking and drug abuse; 
HEREBY lays down the following general conditions for grant of licenses for opium 
cultivation for the crop year 2005-06. 

I 

1. Plajce of Cultivation 

Poppy cultivation may be licensed in any tract as may be notified in this behalf by the 
Central Government. 


I Eligilj>ility 


for Cultivation 


(a) Cultivators who have tendered an average yield of opium of not less than 54 
kgs/hectare in the States of Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan and an average yield of opium 
of not le|ss than 48 kgs/hectare in Uttar Pradesh shall alone be eligible for licence 

(b) The, above-mentioned criterion shall not be applicable to the cultivators of the 
following categories: 

(i) Whorploughed back their entire poppy cultivation during 2004-05 crop year under 
supervision of the Government in accordance with the provisions in this regard. 
HoweveK the above clause will not be applicable in respect of those cultivators who had 
fully ploughed back their entire poppy crop during 2003-04 also, 

(ii) Whejse appeal against refusal of License has been allowed after the last date of 
settlemejit in the crop year 2004-05; or 

(iii) Cultivators who cultivated poppy in the crop year 2002-03 or any subsequent crop 
year andjwere eligible for license itt the following year, but did not voluntarily obtain the 
license fbi any reason, or who after having obtained license for the following crop year, 
did not ajctually cultivate poppy due any reason. 

(iv) The! Minimum Qualifying Yield (.MQY) to be tendered by cultivators in Chabbra 
rehstl of Baran District and AkYrn Tehsii of Jhalawar District would be 25 kg per 
nectare ajt /O® e.. The Minim urn Ona-dymg Yield (MQY) to be tendered by cultivators in 
Chipabaijcd 1 chsil of Bamn Distoa Wi ilc be 20 kg per hectare at 70^ C and in respect of

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lower MQY per hectare as indicated above, would only be applicable in the above 
refeiTed tehsils and the benefit of lower qualifying yield would not be applicable in 
respect ot other tehsils / districts in Rajasthan where poppy had been cultivated during the 
crop year 2004-05. 

3. Conditions of Licence 

(a) No cultivator shall be granted licence unless he/she satisfies that; 

(i) He/She did not, in the course of actual cultivation, exceed the area licensed for poppy 
cultivation during the crop year 2004-05; 

(ii) He/She did not at any time resort to illicit cultivation of opium poppy and was not 
charged in any competent court for any offence under the Narcotic Drugs and 
Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985 and the Rules made thereunder; and 

(iii) He/She did not during the crop year 2004-05 violate any departmental instructions 
issued by the Central Bureau of Narcotics/Narcotics Commissioner to the cultivators or 
did not adulterate the opium procured by him/her before/while tendering the opium to the 
Government. The opium classified as inferior by the Government Opium Factories, 
Neemuch/Ghazipur will be treated as adulterated. 

(iv) Cultivators who had tendered opium poppy during the crop year 2004-05 which has 
been found to be of a consistency lower than 55 degree will be debarred from licence for 
the crop year 2005-06. 

4. Maximum Area 

(i) All eligible cultivators will be issued licence for 10 Ares. However, cultivators can 
cultivate in any area less than the licensed area according to their capability and 
availability of water. 

(ii) A cultivator can sow opium poppy in not more than two plots. 

(iii) Notwithstanding anything stated above, the Government may allow an area more 
than 10 Ares to any Agricultural Research Institutes or Agriculture University in opium 
growing States for research purposes. 

5. Condonable Limit 

The condonable limit in respect of excess cultivation shall not exceed 5% of the licensed 
area. 


6. Forewarning 


(i) .A Minimum Qualifying Yield of 56 kg/hectare in Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan and 
49 hectare in Uttar Pradesh must be tendered during the crop year 2005-06 to become 
eligible for opium licence in the following year i.e 2006-07, 

(ii) Cultivators who had folly ploughed back their entire poppy during crop year 2004-05 
would not be entitled for licence in the crop year 2006-07, if they also uproot their crop

(iii) C ultivators, whose opium for the crop year 2005-06 is found to be water mixeu ano 
ot'consistency lower than 55 degree will not be eligible for licence m the next crop year 


(iv) Cultivators whose opium for the crop year 2005-06 is round to be 'adulterated ana 
dassiried as ’inferior’ by the Gova, Opium & Alkaloid Works, Neemuch or Ghazipur will 
not be eligible for licence in the next crop year 2006-07.

(iv) Th^ quantity of opium mentioned above will be calculated at 70 degree consistency, 
on the I basis of analysis at Government Opium and Alkaloid Works, Neemuch and 
Ghazipbr. 


(v) Notwithstanding anything stated above, opium cultivation will not be allowed in all 
such villages where the number of eligible cultivators is 5 or less. However in respect of 
such vfllages, wherever possible, the affected cultivators will be given option to shift to 
such neighbouring village where opium cultivation is permitted.
